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The  growing  distribution  of  subscribers  to  KPFA  indic- 
ates that  its  signal  is  being  received  in  the  greater 
metropolitan  area  extending  beyond  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Legion.  Substantially,  the  signal  range  is  frora 
Santa  Rosa  to  San  Jcsef  although  there  are  listener- 
subscribers  frori  many  points  beyond  these.  The  present 
problem  is  one  of  acquainting  EM  set  owners  in  those 
areas  not  immediately  adjacent  to  Berkeley  with  the 
existence  of  KPFA  and  the  nature  of  its  programs.  A 
quick  increase  of  subscribers  from  all  those  areas 
reached  by  its  signal  is  necessary  if  KPFA  is  to  sur- 
vive and  become  self-supporting.  The  total  number  of 
subscribers  required  is  approximately  4000.  At  presenl 
there  are  a  little  over  11.00  subscribers  to  the  stat- 
ion. Inasmuch  as  KPFA  has  no  operating  reserve,  the 
problem  of  reaching  the  attention  of  FM  set  owners  in 
these  outlying  areas  is  a  crucial  one.  The  following 
is  a  breakdown 9  by  city,  of  subscribers  to  KPFA  as  of 
July  20.

„re  have  struggled  for  some  time  in  an  attempt  to  fig- 
ure out  some  method  for  listing  in  advance  the  time 
and  date  for  the  repeat  playing  of  programs  on  our 
morning  broadcast  schedule  .  At  the  time  the  Folio  is 
made  up,  approximately  three  weeks  in  advance,  it  is 
impossible  to  tell  exacts  which  programs  will  be  re- 
broadcast  in  the  mornings.  Yet,  as  a  number  of  list- 
eners have  inf  ormed  us ,  it  would  be  de  sir  able  if  there 
were  some  means  of  knowing  this.  Usually,  the  morning 
rebroadcast  schedule  is  made  up  but  one  day  in  advance 
and  represents  a  selection  of  programs  as  well  planned 
and  as  balanced  as  possible.  But  it  is  impossible, 
practically,  to  do  this  at  the  time  the  Folio  is  put 
together  . 

The  only  practical  way  of  -announcing,  the  morning 
schedule  in  advance  is  to  do  it  on  the  air©  Hence- 
forth, the  morning  rebroadcast  schedule  will  be  an- 
nounced on  the  ail*  twice  daily .   The  programs  for  the 
morning  following  will  be  announced  at  the  close  of 
the  First  Concert,  approximately  7:30  III,  and  at  the

With  this  Folio  we  begin  a  new  program,  primarily 
for  children,  Par  Ions  Fran.9aj.1S*  It  is  to  be  a  program 
of  French  conversation,  beginning  with  children  com- 
pletely unfamiliar  with  the  language.  It  is  not,  how- 
ever ,  a  course  in  French  as  one  would  find  it  in  a 
text  book.
